With the newest LRT expansion to Century 
Park almost complete, Edmontonians 
might be wondering what’s next on the 
horizon for our rapid transit system. 

In terms of the city’s overall scheme of 
things, the next LRT project on track con¬ 
struction is the north LRT to NAIT. 

“Beyond that city council identified as 
priorities the west and southeast LRTs to be 
built next,” said Graeme McElheran, the 
communications officer responsible for 
LRT Design and Construction. 

That’s good news for University of Alber¬ 
ta student Hao Guo, who would like to see 
a West Edmonton LRT station, while Has- 
nain Khan is keen on LRT expansion to the 
Millwoods area and also to Riverbend, al¬ 
though he isn’t a fan of the above-ground 
systems.

Alberta’s health minister 
says he’s bringing in a pa¬ 
tients’ charter that com¬ 
mits the province to 
ensuring everyone gets 
timely care as part of a 
sweeping overhaul of legis¬ 
lation. 

But anyone seeking re¬ 
dress under such a charter 
can’t go to court. 

“Albertans want to see 
some results right now, so 
we are taking action,” 
Health Minister Gene 
Zwozdesky said yesterday, 


as he announced he has ac¬ 
cepted 15 panel recom¬ 
mendations that will form 
the basis of a revised Alber¬ 
ta Health Act. 

Critics were quick to la¬ 
bel the proposal misguided 
navel-gazing from a gov¬ 
ernment that doesn’t 
know how to solve front¬ 
line health problems such 
as long surgery wait lists, 
overcrowded emergency 
rooms and bed shortages. 

The changes will be in¬ 
troduced — and are ex¬ 


pected to be passed — in a 
bill in the fall session of 
the legislature, which be¬ 
gins Monday. 

The revised act will 
streamline various pieces 
of legislation, some of 
which have regulations 
that conflict with one an¬ 
other, and is aimed at mak¬ 
ing sure Albertans have a 
say in how the system is 
run. 

The central proposal is 
the charter, which would 
stipulate that patients have 


a right to expect timely ac¬ 
cess to care, access to infor¬ 
mation and have the right 
to complain without fear 
of retribution. 

Those who seek redress 
on a grievance could go 
through numerous chan¬ 
nels, including a health ad¬ 
vocate who Zwozdesky 
also said will be part of the 
changes. But the final say 
would still rest with the 
government or health min¬ 
ister.

Bill would ban more than just texting 


A ban on texting while driv¬ 
ing might seem like a no- 
brainer, but the proposed 
Bill 16 would officially put 
forward a law banning the 
use of hand-held cell¬ 
phones, reading or writing, 
and personal grooming. 

“The proposed legisla¬ 
tion goes beyond restrict¬ 
ing cellphones and texting. 
It deals more effectively 
with the larger issue of dis¬ 
tracted driving. It’s actually 
the most comprehensive 
legislation in Canada,” said 


Paul Oss, of the public af¬ 
fairs office of Alberta Trans¬ 
portation. 

“There’s tremendous 
interest in the bill and def¬ 
initely the public is be¬ 
hind it.” 

Fines would start at $172 
with no demerits, but could 
go as high as $402 with a 
potential six demerits un¬ 
der the existing available 
charge of driving without 
due care and attention.

Lloyd’s father died of 
cancer when she was 14, 
some 13 years before 
Williams took the woman 
captive, raped her repeat¬ 
edly and murdered her 
earlier this year.

Toronto radio station CFNY 
has been reprimanded by

No apology for 
1991 accusation 
against judge 


O Wife of U.S. Supreme Court justice asked former 
employee to apologize over sexual harassment claims 


Explosive sexual harass¬ 
ment allegations that near¬ 
ly derailed a Supreme 
Court nominee’s confirma¬ 
tion 19 years ago returned 
to the headlines yesterday 
with the justice’s wife call¬ 
ing his accuser to ask her 
for an apology. 

Anita Hill’s allegations 
against then-nominee 
Clarence Thomas in 1991 
sparked a national debate 
about sexual harassment 
in the workplace. Thomas, 
who denied the allega¬ 
tions, was narrowly con¬ 
firmed by the Senate. Hill 
was alternatively hailed 
for her bravery for step¬ 
ping forward or vilified as 
a politically motivated liar. 

Thomas’ wife, Virginia, 
had left a voice mail mes¬ 
sage on Hill’s phone on 
Oct. 9 asking her to say she 
was sorry for the allega¬ 



tions that surfaced at 
Thomas’ confirmation 
hearings for a seat on the 
top court bench. 

“I have no intention of 
apologizing because I testi¬ 


fied truthfully about my 
experience and I stand by 
that testimony,” Hill, now 
a Brandeis University pro¬ 
fessor, said in a statement 
released Tuesday night. 

In her statement, Hill 
said, “I certainly thought 
the call was inappropri¬ 
ate.” She had worked for 
Clarence Thomas in two 
federal government jobs 
prior to the time he was se¬ 
lected for the court by 
then president George 
H.W. Bush for the Supreme 
Court. 

During his Senate con¬ 
firmation hearings, 

Clarence Thomas ada¬ 
mantly denied Hill’s accu¬ 
sations that he made 
inappropriate sexual re¬ 
marks, including refer¬ 
ences to pornographic 
movies.

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Economy trails 
U.S. In Q3 growth 


O Canadian economy had worst quarter since recession 
O But head of Bank of Canada says he’s not worried 


The Canadian economy 
likely suffered the worst 
quarter since the recession 
during the summer 
months and still faces risks 
ranging from a global cur¬ 
rency war to a collapse in 
the housing market, the 
Bank of Canada said yester¬ 
day. 

The bank’s latest quar¬ 
terly outlook estimates the 
Canadian economy ad¬ 
vanced at a snail’s pace — 
1.6 per cent — during the 
third quarter, following 
gains of two per cent in the 
second quarter and 5.8 per 
cent in the first quarter. 

That’s even slower than 
the troubled United States, 
which likely advanced by 
2.3 per cent in the July-Sep- 
tember months. 

But the head of Cana¬ 
da’s central bank said he’s 
not overly concerned 
about slow summer 



growth or comparisons 
with the United States, 
which he said is in far 
weaker shape and has far¬ 
ther to go to return to pre¬ 
recession levels. 

“I wouldn’t obsess about 
the third quarter,” Bank of 
Canada governor Mark 
Carney told reporters in a 
briefing. 

Canada’s employment 
has returned to pre-reces¬ 
sion levels, while the Unit¬ 
ed States still has 20 per 
cent fewer people working 


than before the downturn, 
he said. 

He added that domestic 
demand in Canada has 
risen faster than in the U.S.

I sipped lotus oolong 
tea ($2) while I waited for

I barely made it through 
two-thirds before I surren¬ 
dered. Despite my attitude 
of “it’s only soup,” it was 
more filling than many 
heaping platters I have 
been served. 

The various beef 
flavours were quite enjoy¬ 
able, but I preferred the 
sweeter broth of the hu 
tieu ga that I stole from 
my daughter. 

Next time, I’ll try one of 
the grilled dishes and 
won’t miss their weasel- 
crap coffee ($5.75).
